FRONT ON DELMAR BOULEVARD 


PTAN OF THE MIDWAY AND CUAND AvPROACH TO THE WOR AD’S FAIR. 
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De. Baliviere Avenue Will Bethe Grand Approach to the 
Fair—Wabash Tracks to Be Covered—Transit 
Sheds, De Baliviere Avenue and Delmar 
Boulevard to Be Removed.

ACRES ADJOINING FAIR SITE

De Baliviere avenue, running south from 
Delmar boulevard, will be the grand boule- 
vard leading to the World's Fair. 

The grand entrance to the Fair will be 
on the west side of De Giverville avenue, 
just south of where the new transit com- 
pany car barns now stand, as previously 
stated in. the Post-Dispatch. 

The Midway Plaisance will occupy 
grounds bounded on the north by Delmar 
boulevard, on the east by De Baliviere ave- 
nue, and on the west by Jacob avenue. 

Buffalo Bill’s show will occupy. the 
grounfis west of Jacob avenue to the Skink- 
er road facing north on Delmar boulevard. 

The World’s Fair railway station will be 
in the northeast corner of De Baliviere 
avenue and University street. University 
street runs paralle] with the Wabash tracks 
and 6500 feet south of them, This 500 feet 
will be taken up by the station. 

The Wabash Railway will surrender its 
right-of-way wherever necessary, it is said, 
during the Fair and its tracks will be cov- 
ered with earth. 


| All transit company lines will converge 


onto Delmar boulevard at Union boulevard. 
From there all cars will run west on Del- 
mar to De Baliviere avenue, south 6n De 
Baliviere in front of the grand entrance to 
De Giverville avenue, east on De Giver- 
ville avenue to Union boulevard, and north 
on Union to Delmar, thus completing a

loop. 

This arrangement of the Fair entrance | 
has been made possible by the $9,000,000 
realty deal closed Thursday by a syndicate. 
and involving over 300 acres of land north 
of Forest Park, and including the Catlin 
tract. The land bought by the syndicate 
will be used by the World's Fair. 

Moses Greenwood, Jr., of Greenwood & 
Co., represents the syndicate, and for three 
months has been conducting the negotia- | 
tions which came to a close Thursday. | 

The tract of land which has been secured | 
by the syndicate lies almost entirely west 
of De Baliviere avenue. It is bounded on 
the north by Delmar boulevard, and on the 
south by Forest Park. It extends west be- 
yond. the Skinker road to Melville avenue. 

The only portion of the tract which lies 
east of De Baliviere avenue is the eastern 
end of the Catlin tract, which extends 
across De Baliviere, east to Union boule- 
vard. 

It is in this eastern end of the Catlin tract 
that the World’s Fair railway station will 
be located. 

Besides the Catlin tract containing 100 
‘acres there are involved in the deal the 
following tracts: Clery, i6 acres; Thomp- 
son, 32 acres; McCorkle, 60 acres: two De 
Giverville of 8 and 50 acres each: Forest 
Park Realty Co., 35 acres; Nicholls-Rittcr 
tract, 3% acres. 


Transit Car Sheds 
Will Be Removed. 


The new carsheds of the St. Louis Tran- 
sit Co. stand in the corner of the tract 
which has been purchased formed by Del- 
mar boulevard and DeBaliviere avenue. 
They will be moved to locations on Laclede 
avenue and on Olive street, between Gar- 
rison and Compton avenues. 

Three tracts still remain west of De Bal- 
iviere avenue and south of Delmar boule- 
vard, which the syndicate is still nego- 
tiating for. These are the Gerhart Bros. 


tract, fronting 200 feet on the west side of 
De Baliviere avenue, the Fieming tract of 
400 feet fronting just north of the Gerhart 
tract, and the Schuchman tract, fronting 
1000 feet on Delmar boulevard. 

The property east of De Baliviere avenue 
lying between Delmar boulevard and De 
Giverville avenue is owned by Gerhart 
Bros., Gehner & Gerhart, the Wainwright 
estate, the Simmons estate and Schuch- 
man & Co, 

Moses Greenwood, Jr., who negotiated 
the big deal, is now in New York. 

The syndicate he represents will incor- 
porate probably in New York or New Jer- 
sey within two weeks. Its capital stock will 
be $3,600,000, 
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laying sewers, gas and water mains, side- 
walks, opening streets, paving and bridge 
building. 


Contracts will be let next week for the 
improvement of De Baliviere avenue and the 
construction of the grand boulevard 
planned. The frontage of the tract on the 
west side of De Baliviere avenue is 3000 
feet. 

This entire space will be available for the 
grand entrance. 

The distance from De Baliviere avenue to 
Jacobs avenue is between 3000 and 4000 feet. 

Midway Plaisance will occupy probably 
Oniy a part of this: 

The transit company in making the loop 
on DeGiverville avenue to Union boulevard 
will give up its present track to the Lindell 
pavilion.

Only Two Plants to Remain 
Independent. 


ST. LOUIS CONCERN IS ONE

LEAD COMPANY. 


A special dispatch to the Post-Dispatch 
from Philadelphia Thursday, stated. that 
a great lead trust was being formed, to be 


| financiered by J. Pierpont Morgan, John 


D. Rockefeller, William C. Whitney and 


the Seligmans of New York. 

It was stated that the trust was taking 
in all the lead ines, smelters and white 
lead manufacturing plants in the country, 
and that it was the intention to absorb 
the lead mines of Missouri, Colorado, Mon- 
tana and other Western states, together 
with the plants of the American Smelting 
and Refining Co. 

The capital of the new trust, it 
Stated, was to be $150,000,000. 

The present lead trust, as the National 
Lead Co. of America is Known, is a New 
Jersey corporation of about 13 years’ ex- 
istence, capitalized at $30,000, 

The Morgan, lead trust, it is said, would 
absorb this, together with all the inde- 
pendent plants in the country, which are 
valued at $8,000,000. 

The plant of Wetherill & Bro. of Philadel- 
phia was said to be the only independent 
dant in the United States that could not 
be taken into the trust.. Another, the Ham- 
mar rothers White Lead Co. of 1224 Spruce 
streat, is to be added to this. 

Frank V. Hammar, president of the com- 
pany, said to the Post-Dispatch Friday 
gccting 

“We have never had any intention of en- 
tering the trust. The members of this con- 
cern are all young men. Our machinery 
has been turning only a year and we would 
not exhibit even ordinary business intelli- 
ence if we sold our plant. We were re- 
quested by the agents of the new trust to 
sell out. 

“It is not the present profits of the con- 
cern but the future of the business 
that would be jeopardized if we sold. 
Our future is great, we have already made 
things interesting for the trust and we pro- 
pose to remain independent. 

“There are only eight independent white 
lead works in the country, of which we are 
one, The others are in.Chicago, Cincinnati, 
Pittsburg, Dayton and Philadelphia. The 
latter is the plant of Wetherill & Bro. We 
stand with the Wetherills in the firm de- 
termination ome to sink our identity. I do 
not know whether or not the other works 
will be absorbed, but the Hammar Co.’s 
plant will not.’

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Columbia won 
the third race today and keeps the 
America’s cup. For the third time 
Shamrock was defeated, and in wind 
and sea conditions in which she was 


supposed to excel. 
Columbia won today on time allow- 


ance. 

Shamrock crossed the finish line three 
seconds ahead, but the 43 seconds she 
allows Columbia lost her the. race. 

“Boat for boat,” for once, she beat 
Columbia by 18 seconds. 

The time at the finish was—Shamrock, 
3:35:35; Columbia, 3:35:38. 

The official starting time of each boat 
was 11:02. 

In fact, Columbia crossed the starting 
line 15 seconds ahead of Shamrock, so it 
will be seen that she covered the course 
in quicker time than did Columbia, 


DETAILS OF TODAY'S RACE 


NEW YORK. Oct. 4.—Both yachts got 
away from their moorings earlier than us- 
val this morning, the Shamrock, instead 
of waiting until she got outside, hoisting 
her mainsail inside the Hook. 

The Columbia, however, went out under 
tow, with bare poles and before 9 o'clock 
both the flyers had passed outside Sandy 
Hook. The splendid breeze still held true 
and strong, and away out beyond the light- 
ship was kicking the blue water into white- 
caps. 

The mainsail run up on the Shamrock is 
cone not before used in her races here, It 
wrinkled badly at first, but by the time the 
‘ightship was reached it was setting splen- 
didly. 

The Navigator, the committee boat, 
passed out at 9:25, followed shortly by the 
guard boats and the first boats of the ex- 
cursion fleet soon after passed through the 
Narrows. Shortly before 10 o'clock the Co- 
lumbia hoisted her mainsail and soon after 
dropped her tow. 

At 10:23 a. m. the committee boat set 
signal for a course 15 miles south-south- 
east to leaward and a beat home. The 
yachts were at the lightship and the wind 
was still strong, about 20. miles an hour 
from the northwest out to sea. Conditions 
for the race could not have been improved, 

The warning gun was fired at 10:55. Both 
yachts were maneuvering near the line, 
getting ready for the firing of the start- 
ing gun. 

Neither Capt. Barr nor Capt. Sycamore 
seemed to fear the wind, for both set their 
No. 1, or largest club topsails, though yes- 
terday Capt. Sycamore in a wind of the 
same strength had invited some criticism 
because he did not apparently make the 
best use of the cloth at his disposal. He 
used a No. 2 jib topsail while Barr was 
using his No. 1 and distinctly lost ground 
in the second leg. 

The excursion fleet had by this time be- 
gun to gather back of the line and it was 
fully as large as any of the preceding days. 

The starting gun was fired at ll a. m. As 
this gun went off both boats were well back 
of the line. Both broke out their spinnak- 
ers as they headed for it, Shamrock being 
the quickest. 

Apparently the handicap gun at 11:02 was 
fired before either boat had crossed the 
line.

Peter Arp, Tired of Life, Tried to Kil! 
Himself, but Will Soon Be 
Discharged, Cured, 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—What is known as 

the “McKinley case" in St. Elizabeth's hos- 
pital—a patient suffering from gunshot 
wounds identical with those inflicted upon 
the late President McKinley, is attracting 
attention among surgeons. The case is that 
of Peter Ary, a laborer, 41 years of age, 
who, on Sept. 21, attempted to commit sui- 
cide hecause he was tired of living, accord- 
i to the hospital report. He shot him- 
seit through the left lung and both walis 
ef his stomach. 
“When the man was brought to the hos- 
pital the case was at once recognized as 
#imilar to that of the late President, and 
the fact that the man is now recovering is 
@ source of gratification to the physicians 
who performed the operation and to the 
aero of Charity and nurses at the hos- 
pital. 


-Arp Made His 


Case Worse. 

Determined to die, however, Arp made 
his case worse two days after he was op- 
erated on by pearing ge his wounds and 
racing through the halls of the hospital in 
another effort to kill himself. 

No solid food has yet been given the 
man, although he has been there nearly 
two weeks. The statement was made today 
by one of the sisters of charity at the in- 
stitution that ‘“‘we all said when we saw 
in the newspapers that they were giving 
the President toast that it might be fatal.’”’ 

The operation which saved Arp’s life was 
performed by Dr. George Thilo, Sr., one of 
the ecsonaing pasercians at the hospital and 
a@ surgeon of local reputation. He was as- 
sisted by Dr. Joseph LL. Conway, the house 
physician. Dr. Conway said today that -in 
a week Arp would be out of the hospital.

Will Resign Tuesday. 


The Cronin House of Delegates combine 
has decided to reconsider at Friday night's 
meeting. the license tag and restaurant 
bills, which were killed by an overwhelming 
vote at the jJast.session, a week ago... 

This decision was reached at a caucus of 
leading combine members held Thursday 
night, at Speaker Cronin’s saloon. 

At the same time Speaker Cronin an- 
nounced his willingness to retire as speaker 
of the House, and John J. Burke of the 
Sixteenth ward was named as his probable 
successor. 

Mr. Cronin declared, however, that he 
could not afford to resign pending the re- 
consideration of the House action on the 
restaurant and license tag measures. 

This course was agreeable to the combine 
and the eeting was brought to a close, 
with the understanding that Speaker Cro- 
nin would surrender the gavel at the House 
meeting next Tuesday night. 

Those who attended the caucus included 
Charles J. Denny of the Sixth ward, John 
J. Burke of the Sixteenth, James J. How- 
ard of the Seventeenth, James T. Brennan 
of the Twenty-sixth, Charles L. Geraghty 
of the Twenty-seventh, Henry A. Faulkner 
of the Twenty-third and J. B. Williams of 
the Fourteenth. 

The license tag bill was designed to pre- 
vent wholesale frauds being practiced , on 
the city. Less than a month ago several 
persons were arrested for counterfeiting 
license tags. There was no ordinance cov- 
ering the case, and. License Commisssioner 
Whyte immediately had a bill prepared. 
The restaurant-bil) provides for the classi- 
fication of restaurants and the cost of their 
license to be fixed in proportionta the ex- 
tent of their business. 

It was advocated earnestly by the small 
restaurant keepers of the city, who con- 
tended they should not be obliged to pay 
as heavy a tax as the larger restaurants. 
It is stated that a delegation representing 
these interests will be present at tonight’s 
session of the House. 
Speaker Cronin’s friends openly assert 
that he would not now be speaker were it 
not for Harry Hawes unequivocal! declara- 
tion that ‘“‘Cronin must go.’’ 

Mr. Hawes’ determination to oust Cronin 
was made known to several members of the 
House, among whom was John J. Sweeney 
of the Third Ward, 

Cronin Had Written 

His Resignation. 

Cronin already had written his resignation 
and was about to send copies of it to Mayor 
Wells and the newspapers of the city. ° 
In the communication, which Cronin pre- 
pared with the assistance of other dele- 
gates, he said that he had concluded to sur- 
render the speakership because Mayor 
Wells and the newspapers had seen fit to 
criticise -his work. 

In this resignation Mr. Cronin said that 
while he stood for New 8t. Louis, he was 
not responsible for the holdup of impor- 
tant legislation. He said that although as 
speaker of the House he had much power, 
still he exercised no supervision over the 
delegates, and his vote did not amount to 
more than that of any other member. 

The letter concluded with the statement 
thet Cronin would always be found on the 
side of proper legislation and that he was 
willing to de all in his power to heip the 
World's Fair city. 

Copies of this communication were ready 
for mailing when Mr. Hawes’ declaration 
that ‘“‘Cronin must go”’ appeared. 

When the speaker read it he turned toa 
friend and said: 

“So Harry is after my scalp.- Well, it is 
a good thing these letters didn’t get into 
the mail box. I intended to resign, but I'll 
not do it now.”’ . 
The combine supported Speaker Cronin. 
Delegate Geraghty intimated that no at- 
ieition should be paid to what Mr. Hawes 
was quoted as saying, 

Cronin then sald that if, any one of 21 
members in the Houge of Delegdtes who 
had stood by him would suggest his resig- 
nation he would retire fortwith. The com- 
biné members, without exception, expressed 
their loyalty to the speaker. 

It appears that Hawes in trying to break 
Cronin’'s power and force his resignation 
took several of Cronin’s friends into his 
confidence. 

These same men informed Cronin of the 
progress of the fight from the Jefferson 
Club battlements and incidentally con- 
nected Geraghty with its leadership. 

Hawes said that he would be satisfied 
with Geraghty for speaker, but the com- 
bine won't have it this way. 
For this feason, Jt fs Sald 
agreed upon -as the logical man for the 
place.

At 
this point, however, Columbia seemed to 
catch her wind and maintained, if she did 
not increase, her lead for the next two min- 
utes. Then again the Shamrock, her great- 
er sail area beginning to tell, drew up and 
it was a magnificent neck and neck race, 
until at 11:17 the bronze boat drew ahead 
and in a few moments she had placed a 
good stretch of water behind her flying 
stern and the Columbia’s nose. 

After 35 minutes of sailing, both going 
&t a terrific pace, the yachts had sailed 
about a half of the first leg, and try as 
the American skipver would, he did not 
seem to be able to lessen his flying rival's 
good lead. 

PICKING UP HER HANDICAP. 


The splendid wind sent the great white- 
clouded racers fairly spinning along toward 
the outer mark. Every square inch of their 
canvas from the ballooners down to the 
very bottom of the mainsails seemed to 
draw perfectly. 

They were seiling wing-a-wing, the huge 
spinnakers out to starboard and mainsails 
to port, the enormous cloud of canvas hid- 
ing the hull. But the English yacht was 
not to be overtaken. She had more square 
feet of sail and every one of these feet was 
telling in the beautiful run before the wind. 

It looked as if the Shamrock meant to 
make up the 43 seconds which she had to 
give her rival, go that’ when the outer mark 
had once been turned it would be a beat 
home on even terms. When two-thirds of 
the first leg had been covered it seemed 
certain that she would be able to hold her 
lead under the weather conditions prevail- 
ing, and the hopes of the patriots were 
centered on the Columbia's ability to out- 
point the golden boat. 


THE WIND GOES DOWN. 
About a quarter past 12, when the boats 
were nearing the outer mark, the wind be- 
gan to flatten a little, which was instantly 
shown in the decreased speed of the sloops. 
But they were eating up the 16 miles which 
lay between them and the stakeboat at a 
splendid gait and still going like the wind. 
Nearing the mark a favorable slant of 
wind sent Columbia forward at increased 
speed and she decreased the lead of the 
challenger. The boats were then within 
three miles of the 15-mile stakeboat. 


TURNING THE MARE. 


Shamrock was first to turn, going round 
the mark at 12:48:46. Columbla followed at 
12:49 ;35. 

At this reckoning Shamrock was 49 sec- 
onds ahead at the end of half the race -i5 
miles before the wind. This gave her the 
race, so far, by six seconds, as she must 
allow Columbia 43 seconds on difference mm 
measurement. 
Now began the “‘beat’’ home against the

As soon as he had cleared the mark 
Skipper Sycamore put his boat on the etar- 
board tack.

COLUMBIA LEADING. 

At 1:12 Columbia, going a clipping gait. 
forged ahead of Shamrock, and for the 
next half hour increased her advantage. 

At this time both'boats were in full view 
from the Highlands, as the course lay not 
far away from thé Jersey shore. It was 
a glorious spectacle. Every inch of sail that 
each could carry at this point of sailing 
was drawing and the breeze, though not as 
Strong as at the start, held fairly true. 


RACING ON SHORT TACKS. 

The race up to the time Columbia won 
the lead was nip and tuck, on short tacks. 

At 1:05 Sycamore put the Shamrock on 
the port tack and crossed the Columbia’s 
bow. She held this tack for about two 
minutes, then again swung about on the 
starboard tack and both boats were headed 
dead in shore towards Long Branch. 

For five minutes more they had it nip 
and tuck and then Sycamore again daid 
the Shamrock on the port tack, followed 
closely by hfS rival. It was then that Co- 
lumbians took new hope, for the white 
flyer seemed to be pointing higher and 
footing faster than her opponert. 

When they had been er the por* tack lon, 
enough to draw comparison 1. “4% cvident 
that this was a fact and the American boat 
was slowly forging to the front. 

At the turn the foreigner was 49 seconds 
ahead, which left the Columbia only six 
seconds to make up to get within the time 
she was allowed. It was just 1:12 o'clock 
when beyond question of doubt it was seen 
that the American had turned her old trick 
in windward work and was ahead.

Judges Goode and Bland, Associate 
Members of St. Louis Court of 
Appeals, Say They Urged 
Judge Bond to 
Remain. 


Judge Henry W. Bond has resigned from 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals and Gov. 
Dockery has appointed Judge Shepard Bar- 
clay, former member of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, to succeed him. 

The resignation and appointment will 
take effect next Monday at the opening of 
the October term of court. 

The term for which Judge Bond was 
elected will expire in three years and 
three months. The salary of the office is 
$5500 a year. 


In discussing his resignation Friday, 
Judge Bond said to the Post-Dispatch: 
‘The only motive for my retirement from 
the bench is my desire to re-enter the prac- 
tice of my profession. I have given eight 
of the best years of my life to the work 
of this judiciary, but I am not yet old, and 
4 believe I can do better at private prac- 
tice. 
“My experience on the bench has been 
—— and I hope I have discharged my 
uties well. 

“The rumor that there’have been any 
differences between me and ,Judges Bland 
and Goode is absolutely without founda- 
tion. We are on the best of terms. In- 
deed, we have been much lItke a happy 
family and it is with great reluctance that 
: wr veg my official association with them 
o end. 
“T have had this resignation in mind for 
nearly a@ year, and my associates have 
known of it. They have argued with me in 
an endeavor to induce me to remain with 
them until the expiration of my term, but 
they have not converted me to their way 
of thinking.

There is pleuty of work for the new smoke inspectors, ana their 
efforts should not only be seconded by the Citizens’ Smoke Abate- 
ment Association, hut by citizens generally. Public sentiment has 
brought the smoke abatement law into existence. St. Louis has 
decided to purify her atmosphere in preparation for the World's 
Fair, and the law must not be allowed to become a dead letter. 

Of course the chief work for the inspectors and the Abatement 
Association is to abate the smoke from factories, 1 dustria! 
plants and large buildings. In this line the city institutions and 
-sehools should not be overlooked. There must be no partiality. 

But almost equally important is the task of abating the smoke 
from the hundreds of locomotives that run within the city Iim- 
its. The Mill Creek Valley being in the heart of the city, if the 
* smoke pruduced there is not attacked the work of abatement 
will not be complete. Railway smoke will constitute a Jarge part 
of the smoke cloud during the Fair unless it is abated with the 
rest. 

‘In every way possible the law against the smoke nuisance 
must be énforced.

The Old Man Took Out the Dewill C.

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Wood taicane engi- 
neer of the first locomotive operated in 
America, died yesterday in the county} 
aimshouse. He was alone and penniless. 
He was prominent and comparatively 
wealthy 30 years ago, and even recently he 


had $60,000, but friends advised him into 
making unfortunate speculations. He sur- 
vived his associates of other days and was 
forced to take refuge in the workhouse on 
Blackwell's Island. He asked permission to 
make a trip to Manhattan in the early part 
of June. 

“I'm 95 years old,”’ he said, “and I’m get- 
ting to the end of my run. I want to seé 
soe on place again and hunt up some of 

@ boys. 

Benson could never realize that all of 
his friends were dead and talked incessant- 
ly of his former associates whom he imag- 
ined were still about the eld haunts. The 
warden of the workhouse made an effort to 
detain him, but the old gentleman insisted 
sO strongly that it.was decided to let him 
go to town. Shortly after he got off the 
ferry boat he stumbled and received ie 
scalp wound, and was taken to Bellevu 
Hospital, later to the almshouse, but he 
failed to rally and his death came yester- 
day afternoon. 

Benson was for 50 years an onginge neer. He 
ran the Dewitt C. Clinton and t en- 
town, the first locomotives bullit in his 
country. Among his effects are pictures of 
the locomotives which he first operated.
